‘pia BREACH OF ETIQUETTE. 


No farther information has come from 
Constantinople explaining the cause of the 
ia Effaadi, bat there 
O*toman Government 
hes been guilty of a asarpation of the preroga- 
tive of the Khedivial Government, and of a 
distinct breach of etiquette. In the first place, 
the Ottoman Government has the right 
to select the Cadi from candidates proposed 
by the Ezyptian Government, bat has not 
the right to dismiss him. In the second place, 
we believe. we are right in saying that no 
official notice of this important step on the 
part of the authorities at Stamboul was com- 
municated to the Egyptian Government, which’ 
firat learnt the news of the Cadi’s dismissal 
from the Turkish “Official Gazette.” If this 
was the case Egypt has to complain of a depided 
want of courtesy on the part of the Porte. 

It will be remembered that Sheikh Yehia 
Effendi was appointed Grand Cadi withoat the 
consent of the Bgyptian Government, which 
made diplomatio representations to the Porte 
on the matter and reisced the pay attached 
to this important post. In this case the Govern- 
ment has so far contented itaalf with making a 
respectfal strance to HI.M. the Sultan, 
whose Goveroment, not content’ with dismis- 
‘sing an official and servant “of the Khodivial 
Government whom it had no right to dismiss, 
appears to have appointed a new Grand Cadi 
without consnlting the wishes of the Khedive 
snd his Ministers. It will be interesting to 
learn what answer the Porte will give, and in 
any case, it is to be hoped that this will be the 
last incident of the kind. 


THE KHEDIVE. 


Tho Khedive spent’ Yesterday at Koubbeh 
Palace, and will come in to-morrow to Abdeen, 
where his Highness will receive Sheikh Bekri 
Bl Sadfi, the new Grand Mafti, who will be 
accompanied by a number of chief ulema. His 
Highness will bestow the “Khalas” upon the 
Grand Mafti. The Khalaa are the official robes 
appertaining to the post of Grand Mafti.

There- 
fore, d ring flood, the canals should be run 
with liberal supplies, and at snch levels that 
the water can be readily made .use of. But 
there mnst be limits to this liberality, or else 
the drains will cither have to be made extra- 
vagantly large, or they will be called upon to 
do more work than they can efficiently per- 
form. The alternation of weeks of high level 
and of reduced supply — not necessarily low 
snpply — seems'to afford the most convenient 
compromise that gives the advantage of a suf 
ficiently liberal s »pply without the detracting 
accompaniment of bad drainage. 7 
There is another guiding principle in irriga- 
tion, which might perhaps have been cited 
, firstas being essentially a general principle. It 
is this — that the maximum amount of work 
must be got Jout of the water, or, in other 
words, it must be made to irrigate the largest 
area possible/ and the water must be distribut- 
ed with ever-handed justice to all who have a 
right to jf 'Phis double obligation — which 
assnmes ‘that the demand exceeds the supply 
- is best met by distribnting the water accord- 
ing to a well-cpnsidered programme of rota- 
tions, or irrigation by turns, drawn up and 
published for the information of those con- 
cerned some time before’ it is to be bronght 
into force, That the \programme may be 
adapted to the amount ‘of the water supply 
that will be available in summer, it is neces- 
sary to estimate the probabilities as regards 
its amount with the ajd-of the discharge re- 
cords of previous years. In doing -this one 
should adopt thé attitudé of «pessimist, so 
that the programme may be Arawn up to suit 
thé worst condition’ that the statistics 
show to be possible, and one can then safely 
be an optimist as regards the prospect of the 
crops depending on the working of the pro= 
gramme. In Egypt the outlook in the spring 
of 1900 was as bad as it-could be, and the 
engineers of the Irrigation Department, realis- 
ing this to the fll, drew up their programmes 
necordingly. Later on, when there arose, on 
one hand, an ontery that the programmes were 
too severe on the crops, and, on another, a wail 
of prophecy that the cotton crop could not be 
saved, the irrigation men stock steadfastly to 
their programmes and never lost confidence in
